THK GUKAf 
BOYCOTT 


Republican politicians in Nevadp, 


whose aim is to get office, assert in the 
face of the record of th« Republicans 
in Congress that the party is in favor 
of the free coinage of silver. They de- 
clared tbiit the Convention of Repub- 
lican Clubs at Denver would declare 
for free coinage, as the Democrats did 
a week ago at Onaaba, and that the old 
parties would bo unanimous, or nearly 
BO, for silver. Tbla is merely reassert 
ing what they have been proclaiming 
on the stump for years. In 1888 the 
Bepublicau National Convention, as- 
sembled at Chicago, mserted the fol- 
lowing in its platform: 


The Republican party is in favor of 


the use of botb gold uud silver ah 
money, and condemns the poliuy of the 
Democratic Admiuistrutioii iu its ef- 
forts to demonetize Hilver. 


Benjamin llarriaou was elected Pres- 


ident on tbat platform, and during two 
years 
of 
bis 
admiuidtration 
both 


Houses of Congrbbs v.^re Republican. 
No effort was made to reinonetize sil- 
ver. Though bills for free coinage 
were introduced and referred to the 
Committee 0:1 Coinage, of which Hon. 
H. F, I'.artine of Nevada waa a member, 
he did u(£ have iuQueuco enough wilh 
the Committee, though, liko himself, a 
majority of the members were Repub- 
lican?, to got a silver bill reported to 
the House. That showed what the 
condemnation of a Democratic Admin- 
istration 'by a B&pubiicau National 
Convention "in its efforts to demone- 
tize silver" amounted to. 


Jn 18J2 the Republican National Con- 


vention at Minneapolis adopted the 
following: 


The Auu-riran people, from tradition 


and i!it'jre.-,t, favor bimetallism, and the 
Republican party demands tne use of 
both gold and silver as standard money, 
with restriutions and under such pro- 
visions, to be determined by legisla- 
tion, an will seen re the maintenance of 
the parity of values of the two metals, 
ao Unit the purchasing and debt-paying 
power of tho dollar, whether of silver, 
gold or paper, shall be ut all times 
equal. 


What this declaration meant can 


only be surmised by the action of the 
Republican-* in the present Congress, 
who wei-d elected in 1892. Nine out of 
ten of thfrn construed it to mean the 
repeal of tho Bullion Purchase act, as 
they voted for the rapeal of that act 
and to prohibit the coinage of the 
bullion now stored in the Treasury; as 
they vote-1 against the bland Seignior- 
age bill and to sustain the President's 
veLo of that bill. The restriction, it 
seems, on the use of silver as money, 
to be determined by legislation, were 
that none of it should be oo'mml 


Now Ihe National League of Repub- 


lican Clubs, in session at Denver, 
adopted this resolution: 


\V« believe in the issuance of gold 
uud silver as money metals, maintained 
on a par. 


Tho League advanced a step toward 


the Populist doctrine and admitted 
that the members did not believe that 
there will be a permanent return of 
prosperity until the full use of silver 
is restored, and they favor such legis- 
lation as will bring about that result. 


Of course, favoring silver amounts to 


nothing, unless the party which pre- 
tends to favor it does so by its votes in

CHICAOO, June 28.—Only suburban 


trains are running in Chicago, and the 
indications are that every railroad en- 
tering the Union depot will be tied up. 
At 9 o'clock it was announced that a 
strike had been declared on the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, tying up 
the entire system. 


The Wisconsin division of the Chi- 


cago & Northwestern is at a standstill. 
Four engineers of tue Northwestern 
road, who were called on by officials 
of the A. R. U. last night and induced 
to strike were discharged to-day. Three 
members of a committee seut out by 
tbe A. R. U. last night to order a strike 
at the Western Avenue yards were 
arrested this morning on complaint of 
the railway officials, charged with in- 
timidation. The Uuion has engaged 
Httorneys to defend them. 


Owing to the strike of switchmen on 


the Pan-Handle, trains of that road are 
being brought in over the tracks of the 
Fjrt Wayne road, which are also used 
by tbe Chicago & Alton. As a result, 
probably all three roads will be tied up. 


Attorneys of the Santa Fe system 


have applied to the

C-mrt for protection. Judge Orosncup 
i* absent, but the U. S. Marshal has 
decided to send out deputies. 


The first Baltimore & Ohio passenger 


train for the East could not leave as 
tho yard engineers of other roads kept 
switching across the tracks in such a 
tnAimer that the train was as effectu- 
ally stalled as if locked to the rails. 
Fjrty policemfm vereseutto the yards 
to reinforce 100 previously sent, but 
c >uld do nothing. The officials of the 
Wiseorisin;Central appealed for more 
bluocoats, but Chief Brannan replied 
t lat more could not bo detailed on that 
ro.id.

We then weut down 
West atreat to Secoud and thence to 
the burnt house known as the " Soda 
Fountain," nearly opposite Taylor's 
place of business. We secreted our- 
selves there and remained awaiting the 
time when Taylor would close his shop. 
Leeper, having worked for 
Taylor, 


knew his habits and our intention was 
to follow hitn and rob him. 


After Tuylor had closed his shop he 


and his father walked to the corner of 
the First National Bank. There the 
old gentleman left Seth and went down 
Virginia street towards his home and 
Soth wont up Sponnrl street. We fol- 
lowed Seth and aa we' crossed the 
bridge on Second street I tol^ Leeper 
that I did not want to do any shooting. 
Leeper took tne gun and ran towards 
Taylor and shot him. Taylor fell and 
Loeper fired two more shots at him.

Dickey received yesterday it would 
seem that Leeper had also made a con- 
fession, but just how he pats it will 
not be known until his arrival here.

A Kepnbllean Paper Nominates a I»emo- 


oratic Caadidate For President. 


The Democrats of northern Ohio are 


jost now taking an uimsual interest in 
the great political tragedy which their 
party is placing npon tho boards of the 
national theater at Washington. Their 
chagrin at. the failure of their party to 
keep its pledges knows no bonnds. They 
are in favor of a radical reduction of the 
tariff, and upon that line they are mass- 
ing their forces for 1896. They will fa- 
vor only such a candidate for the presi- 
Idency as will voice this sentiment. A 
general opinion prevails here that the 
man whose political conrse has been con- 
sistent und who has the best claim to 
the honor of a Democratic nomination is 
an Ohioan. He is a free trader, a single 
taz advocate and a Henry George adher- 
ent, That Ohio Democrat is Congress- 
man Tom L, Johnson of the Twenty- 
finst district. This sentiment, thug far. 
is confined to northern Ohio. Two ar- 
guments are advanced in favor of John- 
eon by his followers. He is absolutely 
consistent and is not prominently con- 
n^ctc-l with any particular faction of his 
j srty in Ohio. He is net as near to tho 
Cleveland administration as is ex-Gov- 
ernor Campbell, but much nearer than 
Senator Brico. 


There are many reasons why Demo- 


crats think there is reason to believe the 
nomination is coining west of the Alle- 
ghany mountains. Ohioanssay the party 
must not go too far west. They believe 
the Republicans will find their candidate 
in northern Ohio and in the person of 
Governor McKinley, and why, say the 
Democrats, should we not find our lead- 
er on the same ground? They say, too, 
that no man in Ohio has been more pro- 
nounced in his opposition to Governor 
McKiniey's views than has the free trade 
rp presentative of this district. 


Judge E. J. Blandin of Cleveland, who 


fi hinds fuuong the most influential party 
advisers of the state, made a significant 
i-euiark the other day in characterizing 
Congressman Johnson. 
"He is a Napo- 


leon," declared the judge. 
"He is am- 


bitiouj to bo a Vanderbilt and equally 
ambitious to bo president of the United 
Stales. He will be a Vanderbilt, and he 
may be president of the United States." 


Judge .Blandin's views will find ap- 


proval iu many minds. Men who know 
Johnson udmire him. Like tho immor- 
tal Blaine, he is magnetic; like Presi- 
dent Cleveland, he cares for no party 
faction; but, like great Caesar, he is am- 
bitious. 


He is a man of immense wealth and at 


the 6.11.00 time has a big following among 
the laboring classes. By a display of 
frankness at least he has made for him- 
v if a substantial following. Tom L. 
Johnson occupies a unique position in 
Ohio politics. The boldness of his views 
haa fudciuated uion who hold opinions 
entirely at variance with his own. An 
outfpokpn warrior in the arena of poli- 
tics is u novelty. It is especially difficult 
for Ohio Democrats to ilnd a leader just 
now whose views are known. In John- 
son a loader has been found whose polit- 
ical creed is us clearly outlined and as 
fearlessly proclaimed as is the creed of 
Governor McKinley, wjjom Ohioan s, ro- 
ga-rdlesb of party, have come to call the 
logical candidate of the Bepublicnns for 
the great content of ISflO. The only ques- 
tion which Democrats here are consid- 
ing is as to whether the views of the eiu- 
gle tax member from Ohio will inoet 
with the approval of the convention 
which will bo called upon to name tho 
leader. 


Ohio Democrats have gone into many 


conventions heretofore withu delegation 
divided among itself. There have been 
McLeans and Thurmaus, Paynes and 
PeudletoriH, mid today there aro Brices 
and Campbell.*. Factions, fatal 
fuc- 


tionH, have marked tho conventions of 
Democrats of Ohio for 20 years. The 
man who belongs to no f Action ami who 
has not grown too great by feeding upon 
tho meat ol :imbiti<ru will be u star act- 
or in tlif> Diniiocrutie farce comedy of tho 
bummt-r of 1800. The name of Turn L. 
Johnson sivirH to start a spirit of en- 
thusiasm among the faction cf "kids'* 
and "mo&sb:ickV ulike, and it would 
not take much to start his political 
stock moving skyward. 


Thu rise of Congressman Johnson has 


been remarkable. Ten years ago he was 
in obscurity. 
He made a few fortunate 


investments iu street car enterprises with 
hia limited jue-ins. lie has quadrupled 
his fortune abuut every two years. Six 
years u^o he entered politics with a well 
filled barrel uml u first class following. 
Ho met with defeat. Two years later he 
trL'd it niyjrwon. Ho was re-elected over 
the Hou. O. J. Hodge, and hf will be 
nominated once more without opposition 
this fall. He will have to work against 
disrupting factions, and it is Jais single 
fact that causes apprehension among his 
friends.
